Kings and Queenes of this Land, and they are com- 
monly ia the gift of the King, or his Provoſt, or 
Subſtitute in that behalfe, Others be of the foun- 
dation of ſome Bodies or Socictics incorporate. 
And they are commonly inthe gift of ſach Maſters, 
Wardens, Preſidents, and their Senior fellowes, 
ſuch chicfe officers efany other title, or ſuch Ma- 
ter Wardens, and Aſſiſtants, or ſuck Oppoſers , 
Viſitants , or Committees of ſuch bodies reſpe- 
&ively as be appointed thereunto. Others be of 
the foundation of ſome private perſons: And they 
are for the moſt part inthe gift of the Executor , 
Heire, or Feoffecs of ſuch Donor, according to the 
purport of his Will, or Grant, or both.

Then how to procure a penſion for addytament 
of meanes. 

The chiefe skill is to finde it out, being eyther 
inthe gift of ſome body Incorporate. Or of ſome 
private perſon. Wherein the difeovery is to bee 
made ( as aforeſaid. ) | 

If you ſue to a Company conſiſting of many per- 
ſons Tradeſmen, you muſt enquire who bee the 
moſt potent Patritians, and beſt reputed Veſtric 
witsamong(ſt them, fuch as carry their gloves in 
their hands, not on their hands. 

Amongft an Afiflance of many , ondy two or 
three ſtrike the ſtroke, and hold the reſt in a won- 
derfull admiration of their extraordinary cndow- 
ments. And how to ſpeake ſenfibly to theſe rwo 
orthree is no Myfterie. You know they are faith. 
full fiduciaries in the eletiqn. And therefore, you 
muſt not preſume to offer any thing by any meanes. 
Onely you may deſire them to accept this poore 
peece of plate, with your name and Armes upon it, 
and binde you unto their love, in keeping the me- 
mory of you hereatrer. the bn try them inthis 
kinde, and attend the ſucceſſe.. I rell you, this with 
2 Bucke at the Renter Wardens feaſt, may come 
ſomewhar neerero.the marter. , .... 

But for thepenſion to be obtained of a private 
perſon, the way is not the ſame. Ir proceedeth of 
the givers meere charity, and muſt be taken by the 

of a deſertfall receiver. Though withall it 
may ſametimes fall our, rhar merit is made by me- 
diation,ceſpecially of ſome ſuch reverend Divinc, as 
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ters can little prevaile with ſuch perſons. 

The beſt note todiſcovera man inclinable to al. 
tow ſucha penſion, is ro examine how weakh and 
charitie arc equally and remporatcly mingled in 
him. And be five withall thathe be a man of ſome 
reaſonable underſtanding in what he doth in this 
kinde. For a Fooles penſion is like a new faſhion 
eagerly purſued at the beginning , but as ſcurvily 
lefr off in the proceeding. 

Your next careis, in his due time to put on a fel- 
lowſhip, when he ſhall put off his Schollerſhip , 
ſecing the Schollerſhip keepes him company no 
farther than to the degree of Maſter of Arts, and a 
quarter of a yeare after, inthoſe Colledges, where 
ay» ron are longeſt lived. And in ſome not 

0 long. 

In 7 I —__— The Fellow ſhip followes 
the Schollerſkip of courſe, and as the one leaverh 
him, the other cntertaines him. But in the moſt ir

In Colledges the lerrers of great perſons, eſpeci- 
of the Lords grace of Canterburie_, andthe Vruver- 
fitie Chancellor have beene of great prevailance. 
Bur it is not ſo now in theſe dayes, wad

. There bee beneficiall gradations of prefermeat 
likewiſe, for Fellowes in their Colledges ; as. Ze. 
Aurer, Deane, Bowſer, Vice er, and Maſter, Bur 
for my part, 1 better likeand conamend thoſe who 
when they find themſelves fit to pur forth into the 
world, take the firſt preferment thar is offered un- 
to them, rather than ſuch who live cloyſtered like 
Votaries : who have Sacraments to fill up their pla. 
ces be it but to out others, ſuch as uſe no ex- 
crciſc,but wiping the duſt off their bookes,and have 
an excellent _— handling the fox tayle, ſuch 
as hold no honour like to Supphcat reveremys veſtris. 
And to be head Bowſier of the Colledge, as good 
asi ro be Chicfe Butler of England, 

Theſe preferments of the Colledge alt but thax 
of the Maſter comes of courſe by order, and anti- 
quity. Therefore no meanes but patient abiding 
needs for the acquiring of them in their due

Breifly ifall Church livings in England were e- 
pually diſtributed, There is noe one of the Mini.

Here I could wiſh to God, Thar it might pleaſe 
the right reuerend Fathers of the Church the Lord 
Biſhops; That they would once in every of their 
times cauſe a true Catalogue of all the Benefices 
within their ſeyerall Dioceſſe with the names of the 
Patrons thereof according to the laſt preſentation

direRions for their method of ſtudic out of that 
Trattate which Mr. I=ftice Dodridge did in his time 
pen for the purpoſe.

I would have you know, that the Maker was be- 
fore the Retaylor, and moſt Shopkeepers are butof 
a ſublimated Trade and retayle, but as Arro 
ro the maker, But if the Maker ( without diſpute 
of Freedome in any Corporation , o_ ſet up 
Shop and ſell his commoditie immedintely ) it 
would be agreat deale better for the Common- 
wealrh, than now it is. 

Beſides, it is no matter of dificultie, burthen, or 
diſgrace, for a Shopkceper , yea a Merchant, or a 
cm . to have the $kill of ſome one of theſe 
Manufactures, beſides his Revenew, or profeſſion, 
to accompany him, what fortune ſocyer may carry 
him into Countries unknowne. 

To my knowledge, a great Earle lately of this 
Land, did chinke it\no-fcorne to indeavour the at- 
taining of the Craft, and trade ofa Farrior, where- 
in he grew excellent.

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And when our acquaintzace tobke firſt life with

In this Kingdome of Zzg/and bcing 
an Ifland, for thar he is more vſictull ro his Coun- 
try. More learning ts requircd to be a Sea Soldicr 
than ro be a Land Soldier, A Seca Soldieris cer- 
taine of vituals, and wages; wherethe Land Sol- 
diers pay will twrdly find.bim ſaſtenance.. A Sca 
Seldier may now and thm chaunce to haue-a ſnapp 
ara bootic ora price which may in an. inſtant make 
him a fortune for ever; wherethe-Land Soldier may 
inan age come to the -ranſacking of a-poore fiſher 
Townear the moſt. 

More valour is required in a Sea Soldier than in 
a Land Soldier, becauſe the extremitic of the place 
requires it. The Sea Captaine is expoſedto as 
much danger during the whole fight as the pooreſt 
man in the Ship; where the land Captaine .vſeth 
but to offer his ments the face of theenemy,. and 
than rerrearerh, 

The way to riſe to-preferment at Sea, is by the 
Admiralls Coumecnance, and the Fice Admirals in 
rhe Kings ſeruice, or in other ſervice by the favour 
of great traded Merchants, and eſpecially < you
